Claims 1-59 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph as allegedly failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. 

Claims 1-2, 5-6, 2 1-14, 20-22, 26-32, 34 36-39, 41-44, and 58 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as allegedly being anticipated by Sasaki & Koga (X Indus. Pehn. Mot Recog. 
Chem., 1989, 7, 267-76). 

Claims 1-3, 5-8, 11-13, 20, 26-29, 32, 36-37, 41-44, and 58 were rejected under 35
